CURIOUS BITS 
OF HISTORY 


UNFORTUNATE JOHN FITCH.

To John Fitch rl|]htfully bo. 


(OIIQB the credit for havlno In- 
vented the steamboat. In 1700 
he built one that went eight 
nilles.nn hour, A company was 
formed and a larger boat built 
next year., It was 40 feet long 
and had twelve paddles worked 
by steam. This boat made a 
successful trial trip on tho Dela- 
ware August 22, 1787. Out there 
were many skuptlcs, and much 
fun wan poked at Fitch and hla 
bont. HlB supporters could not 
enduro tho ridicule, and desert- 
ed him. He went to Paris, but 
could do nothing there on ac- 
count cf tho revolution. While 
there ho Intriinted his plans to 
tho American minister, who al- 
lowed Robert Fulton to «ee and 
ttudy them, pulton Improved 
on tlinm and built his first boat 
In 1(103. Dlicouraued and heart- 
broken, Fitch returnee! to Amer- 
ica, and committed suicide at 
Dardatown, Kentucky, In 1798. 
He lolt n manuscrlpT QMna the 
story of hla life, In which he 
atiya! "The day will comn when 
•ome more powerful man will 
get fame and riches from my In- 
vention, but nobody will believe 
that poor old John Fitch can do 
anything worthy of attention,"
